Wo are not surprised to find nrrayec 


ngainst 113 those who nro tho txjnefloiarie 
of government favoritism. They have root 
cur platform. Nor nro wo surprised t 
learn that we must in this campaign face 
tho hostility of those who find a pecuniary 
advantage in advocating the doctrine o 
noninterference when great aggregations o 
wealth ore trespassing upon tho rights o 
individuals. We welcome such opposition. 
It is the highest indorsement whic 
cotdd bo bettowod upon us. We ore conten 
to have tho co-operation of thoso who desire 
to nave tho government administered with 


" out f ear or Javor. It is not the wish of th« 


general public that trust* should eprln 
into existence and override the weakn 


jo general public that tteso trusts'Should 
eatroy compotition and then collect such 
« as they will from those who are at 
icir mercy. Nor is it the fault of tho gen- 
ral public that tho instrumentalities of 
ovcrnment havo been so often prostituted 
o purposes of private gain. Those who 
and upon tho Chicago platform believe 
int tho government should not only avoid 
wrongdoing, but that it should also pre- 
ent wrongdoing, and they believe that 
10 law should bo enforced alike against 
11 enemies of tho public weal. 
They do 


ot excuse petit larceny, but they declare 
mt grand larceny is equally a crime. They 
o not defend the occupation of the high- 
wayman who rol>8 tho unsuspecting trav- 
:or,bnt- they include among tho transgress- 
rs those who, through the rnqre polite and 
DSS hazardous moans of legislation, appro- 
riato to their own use tho proceeds of the 
oil of others. The commandment, "Thou 
holt not steal," thundered from Sinai and 
Iterated in tho legislation of all nations, 
s no respecter of persons. It must bo ap- 
Med to tho groat as well as tho small, to 
ho siroug as well as tho weak, to tho cor- 
orato person erected by law as well'as to 
ho person of flesh and blood created by 
10 Almighty. No government is worthy 
f the name which is not abln to protect 
ram every arm uplifted for his injury tho 
imblest citizen who lives beneath tho 
ag. It follows as a necessary conclusion 
lat vicious legislation must bo remedied 
y tho people who suffer from tho effects of 
noh legislation and not by those who on- 
oy its benefits. 


Tho lucorno Tax DoclBlon. 


The Chicago platform has been con- 
ennu tl by some because it dissents from 
n op,r;on rendered by tho supreme court 
oclarlnfj tho income tax law unconstitu- 
ional. Our critics even go so for as to np- 
ly tho iumio anarchist to thoso who stand 
pon that plank of the platform. It must 
o remembered that we expressly recog- 
i/,o the binding force of that decision BO 
ong as it stands as a part of the law of 
;io land. There is in tho platform no sug- 
ostion of an attempt to dispute the au- 
.ority of tho supremo court. The party is 
imply pledged to use "all the constitu- 
ional power which remains after that do- 
Ision or which may come from its reversal 
y the court as it may hereafter bo consti- 
utod." Is there any disloyalty in that 
ledge? For a hundred years the supremo 
ourt of tho United States has sustained 
30 principle which underlies the income 
ax. Some 20 years ago this same court 
ustainod without a dissenting voice an in- 
ome tax law almost identical with the 
no recently overthrown. Has not a, future 
ourt as much right to return to the jndi- 
lal precedents of a century as tho present 
ourt had to depart from them? When 
ourts allow rehearings, they admit that 
rror is possible. The lato decision against 
iio income tax was rendered by a majority 
f one after a rehearing. 
While tho money question overshadows 
11 other questions in importance, I desire 
t distinctly understood that I shall offer 
no apology for the income tax plank of the 
Chicago platform. The last income tax 
aw sought to apportion the burdens of 
ovornment more equitably among thoso 
rho enjoy tho protection of the govern- 
nont At present tho expenses of the fed- 
ral government, collected through Internal 
ssenue^toxes ami Import duties, are espe- 
;ally burdensome upon the poorer classes 
f society. A law which collects from somo 
Ltizons more than their share of tho taxes 
nd collects from other citizens less than 
lieir share is simply an indirect means 
f transferring one man's property to an- 
ther man's pocket, and while the process 
may be quite satisfactory to the men who 
scope jusf taxation it can never be satis- 
actory to those who are overburdened, 
'he last income tax law, with its oxemp- 
ion provisions, when considered in con- 
nection with other methods of taxation in 
orce, was not unjust to the possessors of 
argo incomes, because they were not com- 
jellod to pay <v total federal tax greater 
hun their share. The income tax is not 
icw, nor is it based upon hostility to tha 
ich. 
The system Is employed in several 


it the most important nations of Europe, 
and every income tax law now upon the 
tatuto books in any land, so far as I have 
icen able to ascertain, contains an cxemp- 
ion clause. While the collection of on in- 
X)mo tax in other countries does not make 


necessary for this nation to adopt the 


system, yet it ought to moderate the lan- 
tuago of those who denounce the income 
«x as an assault upon the well to do. 


Not only shall I refuse to apologize for 


iho advocacy of an income tax low by the 
lational convention, but I shall also refuse 
;o apologize for the exercise by it of the 
right to dissent from a decision of tho su- 
iremo court. In a government like ours 
ivory public official is a public servant, 
whether he holds office by election or by 
appointment, whether ho fcerves for a term 
of years or during pood behavior, and tho 
people havo a right to criticise his official 
>cts. '' Confidence Is every where the parent 
of despotism. Free government exists in 
jealousy and not in confidence." These are 
iho words of Thomas Jefferson, and I sub- 
mit that they present a truer conception of 
jopalar government than that entertained 
3y thoso who would prohibit an unfavor- 
able comment upon a court - decision. 
Truth will vindicate itself. Only error fears 
Iree speech. No public official who con- 
scientiously discharges his duty as he sees 
LtwiU desiro to deny to those whom he 
serves the right to discuss his official con 
duet. 
v 
The Paramount Question. 


Now let mo ask you to consldertho para- 


mount question of this ^campaign — the 
jiioney question. Ib Is scarcely necessary ta 
defend the principle of bimetallism. No 
national party dating tho entire history of 
the United States has over declared against 
it, and no party in this campaign has had 
tho temerity to oppose it. Three parties— 
the Democratic, Populist and Silver par- 
ties—have not only declared for bimetal 
llsm, but have outlined the specific legisla- 
tion necessary fo restore silver to its an- 
cient position by the side of gold. The 
Republican platform declares that bimetal 
lism is desirable when It pledges tho Re- 
publican party to aid In securing it as soon 
as the assistance of certain foreign nations 
can bu obtained. Those who .represented 
the minority sentiment in the Chicago con- 
vention opposed the freo coinage of silver 
by the United States by independent'ac- 
tion on tho ground that, in their judgment, 
tt "would retard or entirely prevent tho 
establishment of international bimetal- 
lism, to which the efforts of tho govern- 
ment should bo steadily directed." When 
they asserted that the efforts of the govern- 
ment should be steadily directed toward 
the establishment of international bimetal- 
lism, they condemned menomctallism. 
The gold standard has been weighed in the 
balance and found wanting. Take from it 
the powerful support of the money ownlnj 
and the money changing classes, and it con- 
not stand for one day in any nation in the 
world. It was -iastoned upon the United 
States without discussion before the peo- 
ple, and Us friends have never yet been 
willing to risk a iprdict before the voters 
upon that issue. 


There can be no sympathy or co-opera- 


tion between the advocates of a universal 
gold (tjmdard and the ft&nsatMMrf . 


uerewccn oimetollism, wftetller in- 


dependent or international, and.tho gold 
standard there is an Impassable gulf. Is 
this quadrennial agitation in favor of in- 
ternational bimetallism conducted in good 
faith, or do our opponents really desire to 
maintain the gold standard permanently? 
Aro they willing to confess the superiority 
of a double standard when joined in by 
the 1.. ding nations of the world, or do 
they tiill insist that gold is the only metal 
suitable for standard money among civi- 
lized nations? If they are, in fact, desirous 
of securing bimetallism, wo may expect 
lliom to, point out tho evils of a gold 
standard and defend bimetallism ns a sys- 
tem. If, on tl c I'thor hand,, they aro bend- 
ing tU'ir oncigior. toward tho permanent 
establishment nt n polil sUindai'J under 
cover of a declaration in favor of interna- 
tional bimotallisi.i, I nm justified in sug- 
gesting that honest monoy cannot be ex- 
pected at tho hands of tlios,o who deal dis- 
honestly with the American people. 


What is tho test of honesty in money? It 


must certainly bo found in the purchasing 
power of tho dollar. An absolutely honest 
dollar would not vary in its general pur- 
chasing power. It would bo absolutely 
(table when measured by average prices. 
A dollar which increases in purchasing 
power is just as dishonest as a dollar which 
decreases in purchasing power. Professor 
Langhlin, now of the University of Chi- 
cago and ono of the highest gold standard 
authorities, in his work on bimetallism 
not only admits that gold does not remain 
absolutely stable in value, but expressly 
nssorts that "there Is no such thing as a 
standard of valuo for future payments, 
either in gold or silver, which remains ah- 
Bolutoly invariable." Ho even suggests 
that a multiple standard wherein tho unit 
is "based upon tho selling prices of a, num. 
bor cf articles of general consumption" 
would be n more just standard than either 
gold or silver, or both, because "a long 
tirna contract would thereby ho paid at its 
maturity by tho snmo purchasing power as 
Was given In tho beginning." 


Purchasing Power of tho Dollar. 


It cannot bo successfully claimed that 


monometallism or bimetallism or any oth- 
er system gives an absolutely just stand- 
ard of value. Under both monometallism. 
and bimetallism tho government fixes the 
weight and fineness of the dollar, invests 
it with legal tender qualities nnd then 
opens the mints to its unrestricted coinage, 
leaving tho purchasing power (if the dollar 
to bo determined by the number of dollars. 
Bimetallism is botl or than monometallism 
not because It gives u~ a perfect dollar— 
that is, a dollar absolutely unvarying in 
its general pnrclia&ing power—but because 
it makes a nearer approach to stability, to 
honesty, to justice, than a gold standard 
possibly can. Prior to 1873, when there 
were enough oj'en mints to permit all tho 
gold and BJ!V(. » a\ ailalolo for coinage to find 
entrance into the world's volume of stand- 
ard money, the United States might h.ive 
maintained a ijold standard with less in- 
jury to tho people of this country, but 
now, when each step toward a universal 
gold standard enhances tho purchasing 
power of gold, depresses prices and trans- 
fers to the pockets of the creditor class an 
unearned increment, the influence of this 
great nation must be thrown upon tho side 
of jjold unless we are prepared to accept 
tlio natural and legitimate consequences of 
such an act. Any legislation which lessens 
tho world's stock of standard money in- 
creases the exchangeable value of the dol- 
lar. Therefore tho crusade against silver 


inst inevitably raise tho purchasing pow- 
r of money and lower the money value of 
11 other forms of properly. 
Our opponents sometimes admit that it 
us a mistake to demonetize silver, but 
nsist that wo should submit to present 
ouditions rather than return to the bi- 
iiotallio "ystcm. They err in supposing 
hat wo huvo reached the end of iho evil 
esults of a gold standard. We have not 
•cached the end. Tho injury Is a continu- 
ng one, and no person can say how long 
ho world Is to suffer from the attempt to 
jiako gold the only standard money. Tho 
-mo Influences which ore now operating 
o destroy silver in the United States will, 
t successful here, be turned against other 
ilvcr using countries, and each new con- 
-ert to the gold standard will add to the 
general distress. 
So long as tho scramble 


'.or gold continues prices must fall, and a 
general fall in prices is but another deflnl- 
lou of hard times. 
Our opponents, while claiming entire 
lismterestedness for themselves, have ap- 
pealed to tho selfishness of nearly every 
lass of society. Recognizing tho disposl- 
ion of tho individual voter to consider the 
effect of any proposed legislation upon 
ilmself, we present to the American peo- 
plo tho financial,policy outlined in the 
Chicago platform, believing that it will 
result In the greatest good to the greatest 
number. 


The farmers are opposed to the gold 


standard because they have felt its effects. 
Since they sell at wholesale and buy at re- 
ioll they have lost more than they have 
[ained by falling prices, and besid-s this 
hey have found that certain fixed charges 
iavo not fallen at all. 
Taxes have not 


>een perceptibly decreased, although It re- 
quires more of form products now than 
'armerly to secure the money with which 
K> pay taxes. Debts havo not fallen. The 
'ormer who owed $1,000 is still compelled 
to pay il.OOO, although it may be twice 
as difficult as formerly to obtain the dol- 
ors with which to pay tho debt. Railroad 
rates have not been reduced to keep pace 
with falling prices, and besides those 
Items there ore many more. 
The farmei 


MS thus found it more and more difficult 
to live. Has he not a just complaint 
against the gold standard? 


Effect an Wage Burners. 


The wage earners have been injured by 


a gold standard and have expressed them- 
selves upon the subject with great em- 
phasis. In February, 1895, a petition ash- 
ing for the immediate restoration of the 
tree and unlimited coinage of gold and sll 
ver at 16 to 1 was signed by the represent- 
atives of all, or nearly HI, the leading la- 
bor organizations and presented to con- 
gress. Wage earners know that while a 
gold standard raises the purchasing power 
of the dollar it also makes it more dlffi 
onlt to obtain' possession of the dollar. 
They know that employment is less per 
tnanent, loss of work more probable ani 
re-employment less certain. A gold stand 
ard encourages the hoarding of money be- 
cause money is rising. It also discourages 
enterprise and paralyzes Industry. On the 
other hadd, the restoration of bimetallism 
will discourage hoarding because when 
prices ate steady or rising money cannot 
afford to lie-idle in the bank vaults. The 
farmers and wage earners: together const! 
tute a considerable majority of the people 
of the country. Why should their interests 
be Ignored In considering financial legls 
latlonf A monetary system which is pecun 
iarily advantageous to a few syndicates 
has far less to commend it than a' 
which would give hope and cncouragemen 
to those who create the nation's wealth. 


Our opponents have made a special ap 


peal to those who bold fire and life Insur- 
ance policies, but these policy holders know 
that, since the total premiums received ex 
ce*d tho total losses paid, arlilnttstoBdard 


mustDeoi more oenent to the comi miles 
than to the policy holders. 


Much solicitude has been exprcspul by 


our opponents for the depositors in savings 
bonks, 
They constantly foradc leforo 


these depositors the advantages of a gold 
standard, but these appeals Trill bo in \ain 
because savings bank depositors know that 
c 
under a gold standard there is increusirg ' 
danger that they will lose their deposits be- 
cause of tho inability of tho banks to col- 
lect their assets, and they still further 
know that, if the gold standard is lo con- 
tinue indefinitely, they may be compelled 
to withdraw their deposits in order to pay 
living expenses. 


It is only necessary to note the increas- 


ing number of failures in order to know 
that a gold standard is ruinous to mer- 
chants and manufacturers. These business 
men do not mako their profits from tho 
people from whom they borrow monoy, but 
from the people to whom they sell their 
goods. If the people cannot buy, retailers 
cannot sell, and, if retailers cannot sell, 
wholesale merchants and jnanufactnrers 
must go into bankruptcy. 


Those who hold as a permanent invest- 


ment the stock of railroads and of other 
enterprises (I do not include those who 
speculate in stacks or use stock holdings as 
a means of obtaining an inside advantage 
in construction contracts) are injured by 
a gold standard. The rising dollar destroys 
the earning power of these enterprise?with- 
out reducing their liabilities, and. as divi- 
dends cannot be paid until salaries and 
fixed charges havo been satisfied, the stock- 
holders must [bear tuo burden of hard 
times 


Salaries in business occupations depend 


upon-business conditions, and tho gold 
standard both lessens the amount and 
threatens the permanency of such salaries. 


Official salaries, except the salaries of 


thoso who hold office..for life, must, in the 
long run, be adjusted to tho conditions of 
those who pay the taxes, and if the present 
financial policy continues wo must expect 
tho contest between tho taxpayer and the 
tax eater to increase in bitterness. 


The Professional Classes. 


, Tho professional classes, in tho main, de- 
•iyivo their support from tho producing 
glasses and pan only enjoy prosperity when 
here is prosperity among thoso who create 
•enlth. 
I have not attempted to describe the ef- 


ect of tho gold standard upon Ml clas°c& 
—infact,'/j 'Auve only had timo to mcn- 


on a few—but each person will bo able to 
pply tho principles stilted to liifl own oc- 
ipation. 
It must also bo remembered that it is tho 
osiro of people generally to convert their 
irnings"into real or personal property, 
his being true, in considering any tem- 
orary advantage which may oomo from a 
ystcm under which the dollar rises in its 
urclmsing power it must not bo forgot- 
en that the dollar cannot buy more than 
ormorly unless property sells for less than 
ormerly. Hence- it will bo seen that a 
argo portion of t,hof>o who may find some 
ecuniary advantage in a gold standard 
ill discover that their losses exceed their 
ams. 
It is sometiinos asserted by our oppo- 
ents that a bank belongs to the debtor 
lass, but this Is not true of any solvent 
ank. Every statement published by a 
olvent bank shows that tho assets exceed 
ho liabilities—that is to eay, while the 
ank owes a largo amount of money to its 
opositors It not only has enough on 
and in monoy and notes to pay its depos- 
;ors, but in addition thereto has enough 
o cover its cnpital and surplus. When the 
ollar is rising in value slowly, a bank 
nay, 
by making short time loans aud 


nking good security, avoid loss, but when 
rices are falling rapidly tho bnnk is apt 
o lose more because of bad debts than it 
an gain by the ineicasc in the purchasing 
ower of itn capital nnd surplus,

o borrow how long can wo contin.no bor- 
owing under a system which, by lowcr- 
ng tho valuo of property, weakens tho 
iimdation upon which credit rests? 
Even tho holders of taed investments, 
lough they gain an advantage from the 
ppreciatlon of tho dollar, certainly 660 tho 
n justice of tho legislation which gives 
icm this advantage o\er thoso whose in- 
omcs depend upon tho value of property 
nd products. If the holders of fixed in- 
estmeuts will not listen to arguments 
ascd upon jnstico and equity, I appeal to 
lem lo consider tlio interests of posterity.

Contra-ticu of the Currency.

In 1860 .Senator Slier 
man said: "Tl.o contraction of. tho cur 
renoy is a far more, distressing oforatloi 
than senators suppose*. 
Our own and 


other nations have gone through that oper 
atiori before. It is not possible to take thai 
voyage without tho sorest,disteess. To ov 
ery person, except a capitalist out of deht 
or a salaried officer or annuitant, it is a 
period of loss, danger, Iassitn.de of trade 
fall of wages, suspension of enterprise 
bankruptcy ond disaster, It mears ruin tc 
all dealers whose debts aro twice their 
business capital, tho\igh one-third "-leg 
than their actual property. - It means the 
fall of all agricultural production withou 
any great reduction of taxes. What pru 
dent man would diiro to, build a house, 
railroad, a factory cr a bnru with this cer 
tain fact before him?.'' As I have said be 
fore, the> salaried officer, referred tomus 
be the man whose ,~sil(iry is fixed, for lif 
and cot tho man viLoto salary depends 
upon bu-iPPSS'et'C.dition-.

Carlisle's Testimony. 


It is constantly assumed by somo that 


ho United States notes, commonly called 
recnbaoks, and the treasury notes, issued 
nder tho act of 1890, aro responsible for 
10 recent drain upon tho gold reserve, but 
his assumption is entirely without foun- 
iitlon. Secretary Carlisle appeared beforo 
bo house committee on appropriations on 
uu. 31,1895, and I quote from tho printed 
eport of his testimony beforo tho commit- 
ee: 


Mr. Sibloy—I would like to ask you 
perhaps not entirely connected with tho 
latter under discussion) what objection 
hero could bo to having tho option of rc- 
eeming cither in silver or gold Ho with 
ho treasury instead of tho noto holder? 


Secretary Carlisle—If that policy had

Thero is an jicluul iject-ssity for bimetal- 


lism as well as .1 tl.euivikal defense of it. 
During tho lust, 33 jours legislation has 
been creating an additional demand for 
gold, and this law created demand has re- 
sulted in increasing tho purchasing power 
of each ounce of gold. Tho restoration of 
bimetallism in the United States will take 
away from gold just so much of its pur- 
chasing power ns was added to it by the 
demonetization of silver by tho United 
States. Tho silver dollar Is now held up to 
tho gold dollar by legal tender laws and 
not by redemption in gold, because >.ie 
standard silver dollars aro not now re- 
deemable in gold either in law or by ad- 
ministrative policy. 


Wo contend that free and unlimited coin- 


ago by tho United States alone will raise 
tho .bullion valuo of silver to its coinago 
value, and thus mako silver bullion, worth 
$1.20 per ounce in gold throughout the 
world. This proposition is in keeping with 
natural laws, not in, defiance of them. The 
best known law of commerce is tho law of 
supply nnd demand. Wo recognize this 
law and build onr argument upon it. We 
apply this law to money when wo say that 
a leductioa in tho roluino of money will 
raise tho purchasing power of the dollar. 
Wo also apply tho lnw of supply and do- 
tudnd to silver when we say that a new 
demand for silver created by law will raise 
tho iirico cf Kilver^bullion. Gold and silver 
aro different from other commodities in 
that they are limited in quantity. Corn, 
wheat, manufactured products, etc,, can be 
prcdnccd nljiioit without limit, provided 
they can be soltl at a. price sufficient to 
stimulate production, but gold and silver 
are called precious metals because they aro 
found, nofr produced. These metals havo 
been the objects of anxious search as far 
back fts history runs; yet, according to Mr, 
Harvey's calculation, all tho gold coin of 
tho world can bo melted into a 23 foot cube 
nnd all tho silver coin in tho world into a 
66 foot gubo. Because gold and silver are 
limited, both in tho quantity now in hand 
and. in annual production, it follows that 
^pgislatirn can fix tho ratio between them. 
Any purohaGt;r who stands ready to take 
the entivo supply cf any given article at a 
certain price con prevent that article from 
falling \yfia\f that price. So'the Bovcrn-

International blmetaUlst* 
cannot complain thut free coinago gives a 
benefit to tlio mine owner, because inter- 
national bimetallism gives to tho owner of 
silver .vll tho advantages offered by Inde- 
pendent bimetallism at the same ratio. In- 
ternational bimetallists cannot accuse tho 
advocates of free silver of being "bullion 
owners who desiro to raise tho value of 
their bullion," or "debtors who desire to • 
pay their debts in cheap dollars," ov 
"demagogues who desire to curry favor 
withtlio people." They must rest theis 
bpposiolou'upoi) ono ground only—namely, 
that tHe supply of silver available for ootn- ' 
hgo is, too largo to be utilized by the Unit- 
ed Sffifcs. 


Our Capacity- to Vie SUrar. 


lu .discussing tills question we most 


oonslder.'tho'capacity of -our people to use 
silver and tho quantity of-silver which can 
come to our mints. It must be remem- 
bered that we live In a country only par- 
tially developed, and that our people far 
surpass any equal number of people ill tho 
world in their power to consume and pro- 
duce. Our extensive railroad development 
and enormous Internal commerce must 
also lo taken Into consideration. Now, 
how mu<Sh' silver can come here? Not the 
coined silver of the world, because almost 
all of It is more valuable at this time in 
other lauds than it will bo at our mints 
under free coinage. 
If our mints are 


opened to free and unlimited coinago at 
tho prcsenfratio, merchandise silver can- 
not como hero, because tho laborapplied to 
it has mode it worth more in the form of 
merchandise than It will bo worth at one 
mints 
Wo cannot even expect all of the 


annual product of silver, because India, 
China, Japan, Mexico and all the other 
silver using countries must satisfy their 
annual needs from the annual product. 
Tho a"ts will require a largo amount, end 
tho gold standard countries will need a 
considerable quantity for subsidiary coin- 
age. We will bo required to coin only that 
which is not needed elsewhere, but if we 
stand ready to tako and utilizo all of it 
other nations will bo compelled to buy at 
the pr.co which wo fix. Many fear that 
tho opening of our mints will bo followed 
by thi) enormous increase In tho annual 
production of silver. This is conjecture. 
Silver has been used as monoy for thou- 
sands of years, and during all of that timo 
tho world has never suffered from im over- 
production. If for any reason tho supply 
of gold or silver in tho future over exceeds 
the requirements of tho arts and tho needs 
of commerce, wo confidently hope that tha 
intelligence of tho people will be sufficient 
to dcvlso and enact any legislation neces- 
sary for tho protection of tho public. 
It 


is folly to refuse to the people tho money 
which they now need for fear they may 
hereafter have moro than they need. I ant 
firmly convinced that by opening our mints 
to free and unlimited coinago at tho pres- 
ent ratio wo con create a demand for silver 
which will keep tho price of silver bullion 
at (1.29 per ounce, measured by gold. 


Somo of our opponents attribute tho fall 


In tho value of silver, when measured by 
gold, to tho fact that during the last quar- 
ter of a century tho world's supply of silver 
has increased more rapidly than the world's 
supply of gold. This argument is entirely 
answered by tho fact that during tho lost 
five years the annual production of gold 
has increased more rapidly than the an- 
nual production of silver. Since tho gold 
price of silver has fallen more during the 
la~t l.vo years than it over fell in any pre- 
vious fivo years in tho history of tho world 
It Is evident that tho fall Is not due to in- 
creased production. Prices can bo lowered 
as effectually by decreasing tho demand 
for an article as by incrsasing the supply 
of it, and it seem" certain that the foil in 
tho gold price of silver is due to hostile 
legislation and not to natural laws. 


Onr opponents cannot ignore tho fact 


that gold Is now going abroad in spite of 
all legislation intended to prevent It, and 
no silver is being coined to tako its place. 
Not only is gold going abroad now, but it 
must continue to go abroad as long us the 
present financial policy is adhered to un- 
less we continue to borrow from across the 
ocean, and evon then wo simply postpone 
tho evil, because tho amount borrowed, to- 
gether with interest upon it, must bo re- 
paid in appreciating dollars. Tho Amarl- 
can r eoplo now owe r, larco sum to Euro- 
pean creditors, and falling prices have loft 
a larger and larger margin tciwcsn our 
net national income and our annual Inter- 
est cliarge. Thero is only ono vray to stop 
tho iacroasingflowof gold from our shores, 
and that is to stop falling prices. The res- 
torallon of bimetallism will not only stop 
foiling prices, but will to B-IEO extent 
restore prices by reducing tho world's de- 
mand for gold. 
1C it is argued that n, rlso 


in prices lessons tho valuo of the dollars 
which we pay to our creditors, I reply 
that in tho balancing o£ equities tb* 
American people have as much right to fa- 
vor a. financial system which will main- 
tain or restoro prices as foreign creditors 
have to insist upon a financial system that 
will reduce prices. But tho Interests of 
society aro far superior to tho Interest* of 
either debtors cr creditors, and the Inter- 
ests of society demand a financial system 
which will add to the volume of the stand- 
ard money of tho world, and thus restore 
stability to prices, 


A Beply to CritlclKD. 


Perhaps tho most persistent misrepre- 


sentation that we have to meet Is tho 
chargo that we are advocating the payment 
of dobte in 50 cent dollars. At tbo present, 
time and under present laws, a stiver dol- 
lar when melted loses nearly half Its val- 
uo, but that will not -be true when ws 
again establish a mint prlco for EllvcT nnd 
leavo no surplus silver upon tha market to 
drag down the prlco of bullion. Under bi- 
metallism silver bullion will be worth an 
much as stiver coin, just us cold bullion te 
now worth as much 03 gold coin, and we 
believe that a silver dollar wiU be worth aa 
much aa a gold dollar. 


The chaigo of repudiation comeg with 


poor grace from those who ore woklnnto 
add to the weight of existing debto by 
legislation which makes money, deiirer nnd 
who conceal their designs against iho'cen- 
tral welfare under theouphonlousimrtciMe 
that they are upholding public orulit and 
national honor.

in value. As a matter of fact, the cost ol 
production does not determine the value 
of tho precious metols, except as it may 
affect the supply. If, for instance, the cosl 
o£ producing gold should be reduced 90 
por cont without any increase In the otit- 
put, tho purchasing power of an ounce of 
gold would not fall. So long as there- is 
a monetary demand sufficient to take at a 
fixed mint prico all tho gold and. silver 
produced the cost of production need not 
ba considered. 


Prlcoa of Gold and Sllvur. 


It is often objected that the prices of 


gold and silver cannot be fixed in relation 
to each other because of the variation in 
tho relative production of the metals. This 
argument also overlooks tho fact that, If 
the demand for both metals at a fixed price 
Is greater than tho supply of both, relative 
production becomes immaterial. In tho 
-early part of tho present century the an- 
nual production of silver was worth, at 
the coinage ratio, about three times as 
much as tho annual production of gold, 
whereas, soon after 1849, the annual pro- 
duction of gold became worth about three 
times as much, at the coinage ratio, as the 
annual production of silver, and yet, ow- 
ing to the maintenance of tho bimcialllo 
standard, these enormous changes In rela- 
tive production had but o slight effect up- 
on tho relative values of the metals, 


If it is asserted by our opponents that 


tho free coinage of silver is intended only 
for the benefit of the mine owners, It must 
be remembered that free coinage cannot 
restore to the mino owners" any more than 
demonetization took away, and It must 
also bo remembarefl that tho loss which 
the demonetization of silver has. brought 
to tho mino owners ia insignificant com- 
pared to tho loss which this policy has 
brought to the rest o£ the people. Tho res- 
toration of silver will bring to the peoplo 
generally many times as much advantage 
:is tho ml no owners can obtain from it. 
While it Is not tho purpose pf freo coinage 
to specially aid any particular class, yot 
thoso who believe that the restoration of 
silver is needed by the whole people should 
not bo deterred because an incidental ben- 
efit will come to the mine owner. The erec- 
tion of forts, tho deepening of harbors, 
the improvement of rivers, tlie erection of 
public buildings, all theao confer inci- 
dental benefits upon individuals and com- 
munities, and yet theso incidental benefits 
do not deter us from making appropria- 
tions for these pwposps whenever such ap- 
propriations aro necessary for tho public 
good. 


The argument that a silver dollar Is 


heavier than a gold dollar, and that there- 
fore silver is less convenient to carry in 
largo quantities, is completely answered 
by tho silver certificate, which is us easily 
carried as tho gold certificate or nhy other 
kind of paper money. 


As to the Present Ratio. 


There aro Bornp wlio, while admitting 


tho benefits of bimetallism, object to coin- 
ago at tho present ratio. If tiny aro deceiv- 
ed-by this objection, they ought to remem- 
ber that there aro no btaotaljists Who are 
earnestly endeavoring to • secure It Kb ai 
other ratio than 10 to 1, "'- '-

If, far Instance, i(j was decided by inter- 


national agreement to raise the ratios 
throughout the world to 33 to 1, tho chango 
might bo effected. In pny one of'three 
ways. 


The silver dollar could be floxibledin 


size, so that tho new silver dollar'would 
weigh 83 times aa much as tho present gold 
dollar, or the present gold dollac could be 
reduced one-half in weight, so that tho 
present silver dollar would weigh 88 times 
nstmuch as tho new gold dollar, or the 
change could bo made by increasing'the 
size of the silver dollar and decreasing the 
size of tho gold dollar until the new silver 
dollar would weigh 83 times. as ifanoh as 
the new gold dollar, Those who have ad- 
vised a chango iri tho ratio havo usually 
suggested that the silver dollar bedoubled. 
If this change wero made, it would neces- 
sitate the rccolnago of 4,000,000,000 of sil- 
ver, into $8,000,000,000. There would bo 
an Immediate loss of $3,000,000,000 cither 
»individuals or to the government, but 
.his would be tho least of the Injury. A 
shrinkage of one-half in the silver money 
of the world would mean a shrinkage of 
one-fourth In the'total volume of metafile 
money. This contraction, by increasing 
iho value of the dollar, would • virtually 
norease the debts of the world billions of 
lollars and decrease still more the value of 
toe property of the world 09 measured by 
dollars. Besides this immediate result 
such a change In tho ratio would perma- 
nently decrease the annual addition to the 
•world's supply of money, because the an- 
nual silvef product, when coined Into dol- 
lars twice as large, would make only half 
as many dollars. 


The people of the United States would 


>e injured by a change in the ratio not 
lecause they produce silver, but because 
hey own property and owe debts, and 
bey cannot afford to thus decrease tho 
alue of their .property or increase the bur- 
en of their debts. 
In 1878 Mr. Carlisle said, "Mankind 
will lie fortunate indeed if the annual pro- 
Inotlqn, of gold and silver com shall keep 
acowith the annual increase of popula- 
ion and industry." I repeat this asser- 


tion. All of the gold and silver annually 
vallable for coinage, -when converted into 
oin at the present ratio, will not, in my 
ndgmcnt, move than ctnpply our monotazy 
needs.

ate increase of circulation might be ob- 
tained by larger purchases of silver bullion 
to an amount sufficient to make good the 
retirement of bonk notes and keep paco 
vith the. growth of population. Assuming 
tint §51,000,000 ayoarof additional cur- 
rency is needed upon this basis, thai 
amount io provided for In this bill by the 
issao pf-treasury notes in exchange for 
bullion at .the market price. 


If tho United States then needed more 


than $48,000,000 annually'to. keep pace 
with popxtlatlon and business, it now, 
with.a larger population, needs a sill 
greater annual addition, and the Unitet 
States is only one nation among many. 
Our opponents make no ndeg.xiate provi- 
sion for the increasing monetary needs of 
tho world. 
•: In tho second place, a change in tho ra- 
tio is not necessary. Hostile legislatlpi 
lies decreased the demand for silver and 
•lowered-Its price when measured by gold, 
while-this same hostile legislation, by in- 
creasing'the- demand for. gold, haa raised 
tho -value of gold when measured by other 
forms, of'property. 


We are told that the' restoration of bi- 


metallism would Ko a hardship upon those 
\vho have entered Into contracts payable 
in gold coin, but this is a mistakp, It will 
bo easier to obtain the gold with which to 
meet a gold contract, when most of the 
people can use silver, than it is now, when 
every one Is trying to securo gold. 


•The Chicago platform expressly declares 


"in-favor of such legislation as may bo nec- 
essary to prevent for tho future tho de- 
monetization of any' kind of legal tender 
mono? .by private contract. Such con 
tracts orb objected to on tho ground that 
they /ire against public policy. No one 
questions the right pf legislatures to fix 
tho nits of interest which can bo collected 
by law. Thero is far more reason for pre- 
venting private individuals from sottiag 
asido legal tender law. The money which 
ig by law made a legal tender must, in 
tho course of ordinary business, bo accepted 
by ninetyrnino out of every hundred per- 
sons. Why should the ono-nundredth mail 
be permitted to exempt himself from the 
general rule? Special contracts hava a 
tendency to increase the demand for a par- 
tlculo*.kind of money, and thus force it to 
a premium. Have not the people a rlgl'if; 
to sny that a comparatively few individ- 
uals shall not be permitted to derange .the 
financial system of the nation in order to 
collect a-premium la cose they succeed in 
forcing one kind pf money to a premlumf. 


There is another argument to which .1 


ask your attention. Some p£ the more 
zealous opponents of free coinage point to 
the fact £bai 11} months, must elapso "be- 
tween -the election" and' the 'flrst regular 
session of congi-css and assert that during 
that time, in CUED people declare themselves 
in favor of froo coinage, nil loans will be 
withdrawn and oil mortgages foreclosed. 
If these are ineroly prophecies indulged in 
by those who.havo forgotten the provisions 
of tho constitution, it will be sufficient; to 
remind them that the president is empow- 
ered to convene congress in extraordinary 
session whenever tha public good, requires 
such action. If in November tho people 
by their ballots declare themselves in favor 
of tho Immediate restoration of bimetal- 
lism, tho system can be inaugurated with- 
in o few months. 


If, however, the assertion that loans will 


bo withdrawn and mortgages foreclosed 
is made to prevent such political action as 
the people may belipvo. to be necessary for 
the preservation' of their rights, then a 
now and vitaHssuo is raised. Whenever it 
is necessary for the -peoplo aa n whole to 
obtain consent from tho owners of money 
and the changers of inonoy.beforo they can 
legislate upon financial questions, we shall 
iiave passed' from » domoeraoy to n pta- 
socracy. But that time has not yet arrived. 
Throats and intimidation will, bo of no 
avail. The people who in 1776 rejected 
iho doctrino that kings rulq by ipiglit di- 
vine will not }n tills) generation.' subscribe 
;o a doctrino that money is.'omnipotent.
